EUROPE. 
i.o.NDON Marohr.25.-The sudden call- 
in;,- together of the Cabinot yesterday 
WHS caused by the receipt of alarming 
iiiLt-Higenco from Ireland.

A bulletin issued this morning says 
LliiU Beaconsfield passed a restless night, 
|j;irtly because of the pain of gout. The 
paioxysms of neuralgia arc less severe 
but still frequent. His doctor saya 
thai his unusually severe cough has kept 
the patient from obtaining the rest 
which is necessary to overcome tho 
weaknessproduced by long confinement. 
At midnight it is announced that Lord 
IVaconfield has passed an undisturbed 
evening, and seems better. He has 
lieeii free from spasms during tho day, 
iind has fully maintained his strength. 
'I'lie seat of real danger is in the throat, 
wiiicli is much inflamed. 

The government have decided to pro- 
iiecute the German sociaiist paper pub- 
lisLoJ here for an article advising regi- 
cide. 

Nkw York, March 29. — A Times 
special from London gays : A Paris 
correspondent telegraphs to the Times' 
London bureau that he has had several 
interviews with a member of the Qer- 
uian Embassy, who states that it is 
positively known in diplomatic circles 
that the present Czar is determined on 
a war with Germany, and that pre- 
parations to that end are being pushed 
to the extent of ordering tho stoppage 
of all operations in other parts of the 
Empire and the movement of troops to 
a point of concentration. An incident 
connected with the journey of the 
Crown Prince of Prussia to the Kus- 
sian capital ise.\plained as giving color 
to this view of the situation. It was 
intended that he should accompany tho 
Prince of Wales, but was telegraphed 
by the Czar to come earlier, under tho 
pretence of a desire to consult him 
upon important business, Tho recep- 
tion of the Crown Prince was insulting 
in tho last degree. There was no es- 
cort to meet him, as was done in the 
case of other royal visitors. He was 
compelled to provide apartments for 
himself and suite. When the Prince 
of Wales arrived, a few hours later, he 
was met by the Czar and a numerous 
escort. It was asserted that there o.^cists 
a vcrv bitter feeling between the Ger- 
mans and the Russians, and that the 
outcome of the present condition of 
tilings is sure to be a stormy one. 

St. Petersbl'ro, March 29. — The 
(ierman Prince Imperial, in receiving 
deputations from the German inhabi- 
tants of Moscow, said ; "I have always 
maintained the closest intercourse with 
the present Czar, and you can assure 
your countrymen in Moscow that the 
old friendly relations which have pased 
into tradition between the two countries 
will continue, and tho present friodship 
will be as lasting as that of former gen 
erations. This friendship is not only 
the best for Russia and Germany, but 
for tho whole of Europe." 

The Russian Oounail of Ministers 
was convened last night to consider tlio 
subject of the representation of the peo 
pie. 

Geneva, iSIarch '29.— Tho Govern 
mcnt ha.s directed the police to strictly 
inquire into the movements of Russian 
retugies immediately before tje Czar's 
assassination, and send to Perne the 
originals of any telegrams tc refugees, 
sent or received, about that time.

He asserts that tho nihilists 
latterly|liave had no money, that there 
was considerablo disegroement among 
them, and that they would probably 
have dispersed had their last attempt 
failed. Roussakoff seems to be a nihil- 
ist pure and simple, having no project 
or desire beyond destruction of the [ire- 
sent order of thing.s. PieolTsky and 
Jolahofl' avow that tho object of their 
operations was to terrorize the coun- 
try, disari'ange the macliinory of tho 
government and bring about if pcssible 
a socialistic republic after the pattern 
of the Paris commune. 

Belgrade, March 30, — The czar has 
cancelled tho Russian loan of 900,000 
roubles granted Scrvia for losses in the 
late war.

LoxDON, April 1. — Tho first attack 
on the govornment's policy in the 
Transvaal was mado by Lord Cairns, 
conservative, in tho lords last night.

Tho latest political infonnution from 
London is to tho effect that Gladstone 
and Parneli. have come to an undor- 
BtaniHng upon tiio basis of mutual con- 
cessions to bo embodied in tlio now 
Land Bill. It is asserted that tho bill 
will not oiler tlio Irisb tenant fixity of 
tenure, though it will aQ'ord increased 
Stability 'of tenurej and that it contains 
clauses drawn on tho lines of last 
year's Disturbance Bill, increasing the 
line paynblo hj' landlords who are ad- 
judged guilty by the courts of Arbit- 
rary Eviction. Courts of Arbitration 
will be established with power to de- 
cide what is a fair rent, when disputes 
arise between landlord and tenant. 
The riirht of froe sale will bo given to 
tenants subject to a reasonabloobjection 
of the landlord to the incoming tenant. 
Landlords, however, will bo obliged to 
prove to tho satisfaction of thocourt that 
their objections to the incoming tenant 
are reasonable and valid. Facilities 
will be given to tenants to become pur- 
chasers of their holdings under tho ex- 
tenbion of the Bright clauses of tho 
Land Act of 1879. Provision will bo 
made for the couipulsory sale of large 
tracts of waste land, which will be di 
vided into small farms and sold on fav- 
orable terms to tenants. Though this 
programnio will not perhaps satisfy tho 
more advanced advocates of "tho peo- 
ple," it will, if carried out in its en- 
tirety, produce a great revolution in the 
conditiqnVpt the Irish farming classes. 
Landlords will be deprived of arbitrary 
powers and ''tenants will obtain legal 
security of their interest in whuluver 
improvements they may make on their 
farms. Under tho operations of this 
proposed law it is probable that the 
conflict between landlord and ten 
anfc classes will rapidly subside 
and Ireland will enter on a 
new era of prosperity and peace. The 
English land reformers are not inclined 
to work with Parxei.l and while his 
English Land League will doubtless 
proves an efficient collection-box among 
Irishmen in cities and towns.it will not 
take root in the countie-s. - Tho fact is 
the Irish leader goes further than Mie 
English agricultural classes care to go. 
He demands tho purchase of land by 
the government and its distribution 
among peasant proprietors, thus com- 
pletely wiping out landlords. It is 
needless to say that such a proposition 
would not receive a single English ra- 
dical vote in the commons. . Tho Eng- 
lish land reformers will support him in 
agitating for "the three F.'s," but they 
know they would only injure their 
cause irreparably by joining in tho de- 
maud for government purchase. Mod- 
erate Irish tnen of the stamp of Shaw, 
tho member for Couniv Ooik, iinU u 
large majority of tho tenants, fe(!l tliat 
PjiRHEhh is asking that •.vhicli lie knows 
it is impossible for Gladsto.n'e or any 
other English statesman to grant, and 
his course is warmly denounced. If 
the Irish tenant would join with his 
English brethren in agitating for any 
reasonable scheme of reform, the bor- 
ough radicals would help them, and no 
ministry could refuse their request. 
Parnell, however, seems to be anx- 
ious to prevent such a condition.

MONTREALi- March 19. — The inyster- 
ous shooting of hullets into St, Patrick's 
procession, which caused very just in- 
dignation here, is being cleared up. 
Owing to information wiiich Detective 
Murphy obtained ho arrested to day a 
young man named Dennis Perrault,a 
French Oanadian,; who resides with his 
father, who/is .iamtor of of the building 
in Victoria: sqmire from the roof of 
which tho shooting took place. In the 
the prisoner's room a bullet mould and 
a lot of bullets similar to those dis- 
charged at the crowd wero found by 
the detective. Amongst those who 
were injured 1^ ''''^ bullets were Rev, 
Father Toupin and a boy named a Fin- 
negan. The accused is anxious to sot- 
tie the affair by paying the doctor's 
bills for the persons injured, but this 
looks like the virtual acknowledgment 
of bis guilt. The object of the prison- 
era in attacking the processionists is 
supposed to be wanton maliciousness. 
Ho is also accused of firing a bullet in 
Nordheimer's hall on the night Mrs. 
O'Donovan Rossii lectured there lately. 

OTTAWA,M.arch 29. — It is understood 
instructions have been sent to inter- 
cept the steamer Australia at Sable 
Island, as it is suspected she has one or 
more of the Mansion House outrage con- 
spirators on board, 

BelLevillk, March 29. — A gentle- 
man of seventy-seven and a lady of 
seventy t%vo were married here on the 
16th inst. 

Halifax, March 20. — The steaming 
of the magnificent ship Parisian up tho 
harbor this afternoon was witnessed by 
immense. crowds all along the water 
side. She is reported to have proved 
herself a splendid sea boat on the voy- 
age. 

Toronto, March 21. — The late Gen. 
Co!ley, killed by the Boers in South 
Africa, was in Toronto three years ago. 
He came in search of information re- 
specting a brother who had Bottled at 
Aurora, and found that ho guuo to Cal- 
ifornia. The gallant olUcer followed 
up the cTue only to discover that his 
brotherliarf'died oh the PaciBc slope. 
While hero he was a visitor at Bever- 
ley House. 

The investigation of the alleged ir- 
regularities charged against Judge 
Squier, senior judge of the county of 
Huron, took place at Goderich on Wed- 
nesday and Thursday last lief ore yEmi- 
lius Irving,'Q.' 0., ^'of ■ Hathilton. The 
charges^comprised - fraudulent and cor- 
rupt transactions iind frequent iutQ.xi- 
' cation. • About seventy witnesses were 



in attendance, but only seven were 
called, when by mutual agreement the" 
matter was left with the commissioner. 
In this connection the S^ml says : — 
Wo have it on the test authority that 
if tho charges against Judge Squier are 
sustained and he bo dismissed from tho 
bench a prominent London lawyer 
will immediately proceed against six 
other county judges on similar charges. 

Haiiilton, March 21.— Mrs. Blaia- 
doll, the woman from Lynden accused 
of abortion and murder, pleaded guilty 
to the charge. Tlie judge then addressed 
the prisoner on the heinousness of her 
crime, and se*ntenced her to tho King- 
ston penitentiary at hard labour for the 
remainder of her natural life. 

Montreal, March 31. — Tho elec- 
tions to the House of Commons in 
Charlevoix and Bellechasse on Satur- 
day seem to have resulted in the return 
of Messrs. Cimon and Amyot. Tho 
former, as a Conservative, opposed Mr. 
Perrault, the unseated Conservative 
member, and Mr, Amyot, Conservative 
in Bellechasse, was opposed by Dr. 
Bilodeau, Liberal, for th,e seat rendered,; 
vacant by the unseating and' disquali- 
Gcation of Mr. Larue, Liberal, by tho 
Supreme Court. 

Halifax, N. S., March 20.— Mr. 
York recently bet Mr. Stewart (both of 
Yarmouth) ten dollars that no two men 
ceiild saw ten cords of wood in ten 
hours. The day and place was apjjoint- 
ed. Mr. Stewart brought Mr. Toles, 
the inventor of the Toles saw, and Mr. 
A. Calfiutt, of St. Thomas. These two 
men accordingly stripped ofl',oiled thorn- 
salves about the shoulders, elbows and 
liips, and went to work.

THE CANADA I'ACIPIC RAILWAY. 

Toronto, April 1. — Shareholders of tho 
Canadian Pacific railway companies hold 
their first mooting in London yesterday 
and coniplotcd their organization. From 
■particulars brought by tho cable it .appears 
that they fully determined to make the 
Ibest of their opportunity. Tho road will 
ibe pushed forwaad so rapidly that 350 
miles of railroad west of Winnipeg is ex- 
pected to bo in operation by the close of 
tho year. The comp.any also concluded 
a provisional agreement for the acquisi 
tion of tho Canada Central railway. But 
the intelligence most important is that tho 
company have resolved to build a branch 
from their terminus at Lake Nipissing to 
Sault St. Mario, and another branch 
from tho main line on the prairie routes 
towards the Sonosis coal fields and inter- 
riational boundary. There is a monopoly 
beginning to develop in its plana for galh- 
mng to itself the entire carrying trade of 
the great northwest. So many spccinl 
powers and advantages did the legislation 
of last session confer upon it that it will 
probably have no difficulty in compelling 
llio rival line to Sault St. Marie, as well 
ns that to Sanosis coal fields, to succumb 
to itself.

Nicholas Bunster was summoned by 
Capt. Dupont for neglecting to attend 
drill after having been duly notified to do 
so on 1st April at 7:30 p. in. 

Mr. A. Bunster, Jl. P., appeared for 
his son, the defendant, and pleaded ignor- 
ance on his part. He therefore put in a 
plea of not guilty. 

Capt. Dupont hero made a remark to 
tho Court which was. inaudible to Mr. 
Bunster, who reque*ted Capt. Dupont to 
speak out, as he wislied to hoar what was 
said. 

Capt. Dupont had nu idea of buini^ bul- 
lied in Court. 

His Honor did not intend to allow any 
bullying in the.

Capt. Dupont, on being sworn, testified 
to the correctness of tho information laid, 
and read tho secliou of the Act under 
which ho had laid the charge. Ho would 
show that tho dufeiulunt had' neglected 
orders on numerous occasions and specifi- 
ed several of them ; one was a written 
order to the acting adjutant commanding 
ovci-y member to attend drill ; a notice 
was also published in 27u' Colonist news- 
paper for parade, and at that parade an 
order was read for drill every subsequent 
Friday evening.

Sergeant Blooinfield testified that oii 
Sunday afternoon he arrested an Indian 
woman with a bottle containing an intox- 
icant on Store street wlien prisoner came 
out of a cabin and said that he had given 
tho old woman money to buy it. Ilo had 
known prisoner for 12 months and during 
that time ho had done no work; he had a 
clootchman whom ho was in tho habit of 
abusing; complaints have often been made 
of his Jiaving created disturbances among 
tho Indians. 

Tho Sergeant's evidence was corroborat- 
od by another witness as to the quarrel- 
some and troublesome character of tho 
prisoner. 

His honor considered tho evidence suf- 
ficiently clear .against the prisoner on tho 
charge of vagrancy and he was according- 
ly sentenced to pay a fine of §20 or in de- 
fault three montlis' iiiiprisomuent with 
hard labor. 

Nitty, also a Hydah Indian, for having 
the bottle of gin in her pdssussion which 
was paid for by the former prisoner was 
sentenced to pay a lino of $5 or in default 
one month's impriHoninunt.

Long before daylight yesterday morn- 
ing the sledge hammer.s of workmen were 
heard at Cook's ways proparing for tho 
launch of tho barqi e Lizzie Iredale. At 
4:45 Captain Mossop, Pilot Mcintosh and a 
Colonist representative went on board and 
at a few minutes after five everything was 
pronounced'- ready, the large ladder wa.s 
hauled down from the ship's side, the few 
remaining blocks were knocked away and 
as tho weight of tho vessel settled on tji'i 
cradles she commenced moving down the 
ways and at 5:15 .slid gracefully and easily 
into Iier "natural element" amid tlie 
cheers of all on board, the workmen below 
and several people on the adjaoont wharfs. 
The momentum of such a. heavy mass of 
iron and timber sliding down !iii incline 
of about three-fourths of an inch to the 
foot gave the ship great lieaduay .-iinl she 
glided p.ast and close aloiiij.sido tlio banpie 
Signet, pretty well up to the steamer 
Beaver, lying off the first bridge, when 
down went the starboard anchor and she 
swung round to it and for a few 
minutes remained stationary. In the 
meantime the port er.idle lluatod away, 
and tho pieces were picked up and loweil 
back to the ways. The ouo on the .star- 
board side, however, rciiKiiiied attached 
to the vessel till she was made fast to Jan- 
ion's ■ wharf. Tho W^oddsido, with steam 
up, as soon as tTie anchor "w.as lifted, took 
tho barque in tow and in a short tiino she 
was safely moored alrmgside tho -.vharf. 
The hauling up of tiie Iredale and her re- 
launch were both eminently successful, 
not a hitch having occurred in either ope- 
ration. In a few days her spars will be 
replaced, her maintoj)gallant mast stepped, 
ballast taken in, freight put on board and 
then she will leave for her return cargo 
of wheat which is awaiting her at Port- 
land, Oregon.

l"he mail :-,teamshii) Idaho arrived on

for the railroad works at Vale, and 294 
tons of freight for this place. She left 
yesterday morning at 5 a.m. for tho 
fciound. 

I'ho bark Germania from San Francisco 
for Departure Bay has passed up. 

Tho ship .labez Howes, on her voyage 
from Liverpool, passed an iron ship on 
tiro December 25th, east of the Falkland 
Islands; all three masts gone. A boat 
was sent to her, but there was no sign of 
a living oioaturo on board. Tho letters 
on stern, Frank, — balance washed off. 
Probably tho wreck of the British bark 
Frankfort Hall, from Liverpool to Val 
paraiso, before reported burned. 

Tho steamship City of Now York, men- 
tioned elsowhero as missing, was delayed 
by the breaking of a crank pin. So says 
a later dispatch. 

On tho Gth of April U. S. Marshal 
Kearney will, under order of tho Court, 
sell .at Portland tho American ship Can- 
ada, on nooouul of libels since lior arrival. 
The Canada is a ship of 1,191 tons mea- 
surement and 2,000 tons capacity, and 
she would do finely in tho coal or lumber 
tradea of tho coast. Sho brought iron 
from New Y'ork for tho N. P. R. R. Co. 

The steamer Pilot took on board a 
largo consignment of powder yesterday 
afternoon from tho barque Pasithea for 
the Wellington C<illiery and proceeded to 
Departure Bay hist night after towing 
tho barque to Welch, Rlthet & Co.'s 
wharf. 

Barquo Pasithea left Liverpool loth 
October with a cargo of general merchan- 
dise. Experienced heavy galo on 22nd; 
somo curloys of acid broke and had to' be 
thrown overboard. Another gale on 
2tjth, 27th, 2Sth and 29th. Fine 
weather to tho equator which was 
crossed on 18th November. Fine 
and variable woathor to the Horn, 
which was passed on 27th December.

W. -.-.-iuJ.T tu Car,., Flattery. Oil 2711! and 
28tli jNIarch met another galo. Sighted 
Cape Flattery light on 1st inst. and reached 
tho wharf on the evening of the 4th, 170 
days from Liverpool.

The Dircctor.s in making their .Annual UopiMt h:ivo to inform the Subsoribora 
that during tho past year they have sm'ciHul.Hl in imrchaaing a plot of land of B acres 
itnmodi.atoly adjoining tho Ho:jpital, fur tlu; purpn.seof erecting an Asylum for Con- 
valescents in connection with the Hospital. Tho fiovernnient have. voted a sum of 
money for the erection of tho nccossary buildings; but before ' the irorka could be 
commenced tho~Obvornm'ont required the land to be convoyed to the Crown, ' which 
has been done. The coniint; spring will, it is Imijed, .see tliis most necessary adjunct 
to the in.stitutions of the Prnvinoo eoniploted. 

The Directors regret that the Hou.so of .A.s.soiiilily liavo p.n.ssed a resolution oom- 
elotoly reversing the policy under which tlie llo.spital lui.s boon for so many years 
not unsuccessfully nian.igcd; hitherto tho (ioveniiiiont have boon content with hav- 
ing two Directors on tho Board, and as a rule tlieau Governniont Directors have been 
active and useful inembers, and have fully answered the purposes for whieh they Tforo 
placed on tho Board. 

Tho other Directors are the iiDiniiiei s ui i!k' .Siilweribors. The proposed change 
will be detrimental to tho intere.Hta of thu.-ic fui' whuiu a hospit.il is supported. Tho 
attention necessary to dotaily takes up a tjreat deal of timo, and to auppoao that work 
which is now performed elliciontly by eight gentlemen will bo equally as well per- 
formed by four is sujjpoaing too much, jiiid the inevitable result will bo a recurrence 
to the worst evils of tho past. The iiitorcHt whicli the public now take in the insti- 
tution will, it is feared; greatly lesson, and the active and friendly aBsistanco given by 
many will hardly be extended to a purely tJnvernmont iiistitution. 

The Directors have again to express tiieir thanks to Messrs. Dunsmuir and tho 
Vancouver Coal Company for donati<in.H of coal and to various charitable societies and 
individuals who have generously contributed to the support of the institution. 

Tho affairs of tho Hospit.al have been econnmically managed, as will be seen by 
tho amount of sufl'erings roliovodand tlio 'rreiisiiror'a account of tho czpondituro. 

In closing this report the Directors regret tliat tho change introduced by tho 
Govemmont will prevent them again offering their scrvicoa, and from tho applicitions 
which hnvo'been received for a return of subscriptions and tho opinions oxpresscd of 
tho change, they fear that tho closing of one df the most useful institutions of the 
Province will ultimately bo the result. 

There yet roniains to bo considered the question of tho ownership of tho pro- 
perty and the terms on which it was devoted to its present use, and how far tho pre- 
sent changes will affect it. On this siibjoct tho Directors are not yet in a position to 
give an opinion.

In conclusion I have to oipress uiy thanks to iny professional brethren, who have 
always rendered mo anj- assiHitnce I was in need of; and I would wish to draw tho 
attention of tho Board of Dircctor.s to the adinirablo manner in which tho Superin- 
tendent, Mr. Robinson, hasconducted tho internal affairs of tho Hospital, showing 
all possible kindness and corfiideration for tho patients compatible with the disciplino 
necessary in a public institution.
